THE EXTERMINATION OF THE 
MOSQUITO. 


Although a quarter of a cantary has passed 


| since molaria was shown by Laveran to be dre 


to the presence of certain parasites in the 


|] blood, itis only within the last decade that 


the nataral history of these organi«ms har 
been fally worked ont. It is no exaggeratior 
now to ssy that the life story of a malaria! 
parasite is ss well-known to the medica) 
scientist as is that of a well-known politiciar 
to the general public. Jost as we know tha‘ 
the eating of‘measley pork’ is the means of 
transferring the tape worm from the pig ti 
men, we are eqnally certain that the con 
necting link in carrying malaria, blood worm 
disease, and yellow fever from men to men is 
in each case a special variety of moequito. 
This is one of the few absolately proven factr 
of medical science, demorstrated by the 
evidences in natare and by actual experiment. 
The examination of the blood cof the victim of 
these diseases is now a routine practice of the 
modern-physician. It is possible not only by 
the m'croscope to diagnoee the form of malarir, 
bat also to estimate to some extent the resist 
ing power of the individual thereto. It is alec 
& well-sscertained fact that one human being 
cannot infect another except through the in. 
tervention of special varieties of mo:quitoes. 

The life history of the parasite begins and 
ends in mao, unless it becomes the guest of ar 
intermediary host, the mosquito, where it is 
capable of sexual development and multiplica- 
tion, As man thsrefore can only be infected by 
the mosquito and the moeq tito by man, it fol 
lows that the removal of eith»r of these from 


303.5 | any locality mans the extinction of the mala 


rial blood worm, and other similar parasites 
known and (as yet) anknown.It is obvious there- 
fore that thére are two ways by which these 
diseases may-be stamped out: the destruction 
of thy morqnito or, failing that, the isolation 
of all oasé7 Of malaria. That the formar metho? 
is practicab'e is shown by the splendid results 
obtained at Ismailia. A'thongh anthorities, i: 
writing of the prevent’on of anopheles mularis, 
quote the ex'ermination of the anopbeles at 
Ismailia as resulting in the dimination in 
malarial case, it is astonishing that other 
towns in Egypt have not followed the exam-

|e of the Conal town in exterminating mos- 


quitoer. Although one knows that all mos. 
quitoes do not convey malaria yet all mos- 
quitoes are a source of discomfort, if not actual 
danger to a community. 

The mosquito is perhaps one of the easiast 
of all insests to kill. To successfally attack 
him'in his state of fully-fledged indepen- 
dence and expect to make much headway 
against the scourge would be impossible, 
Fortunately it is extremely easy to kill the 
mosqoito in its early stages of existence, In 
petroleom we havea remedy which never fails 
when efficiently applied. The larvae of mos- 
quitoes are air breathers. The inspiratory 
mechanism is very similar tothat of the air- 
inhaling tube ofa submarine. A film of petro- 
lsum in water, their breeding habitat, com- 
pletely prevent respiration. When sprinkled 
on water paraffin spreads out into an ex- 
tremely thin layer, so that for a large 
area a small quantity is sofficient. For 
large collections of water a gardener’s wa- 
tering can is the best appliance. Small 
puddles of atagnant water merely require to 
have the surfsca lightly toached with a rag 
dipped in the oil. Tho small film of oil neces. 
sary to destroy the eggs of the mosquito does 
not affect drinking water for domestic por- 
poses if the outflow pipe-is below the sarface. 
There is no possible danger ot fire even though 
wooden structares are immersed in the water, 
The film of paraffin required is so thin and 
evaporates 80 rapidly that it is impossible to 
ignite it. 

Short of an organised crosade undertaken by 
the sanitary authorities of a locality mach can 
be dore by individual initiative and example, 
The filling in of all stagnant pools, drainage, 
and similsr measures greatly mitigate ths 
pest. Fortunately in Egypt the malarial bear- 
ing mequito bas not soch a wide geographical 
distribution as the blood worm disease-bearing 
morquito. Bat other species—and their nam: 
is Jegion—are sofficiently objectionable ang” 
suggestive of possible danger, to justify tha» 
idoption of any means caloulated to get ri 
such a pest. 

The rOle of insects as the carciers of disease” 
has come to be more extensively recognised of 
late years. One writer on sanitation, at present 
in the Sudan, mentions in the discussion on 
the cances of eateric fever in the South African 
Campaign what he teteely terms, “the filthy 
feet of faecal feeding flies.” Flies have also 
been credited with carrying the germs of con- 
tagious ophthalmia. Flies are known sometimes 
to have transferred the microbas of plague 
from rats to man. Evidenve is also accumalat- 
ing daily to shew that Mediterranean fever, 
which seems to be becoming almost endemic 
in some of the Egyptian ports, more especially 
Port Said, is an insect-borne disease, most pro- 
bably due to a variety of mo:qaito which can 
live in brackish water. 

The recent epidemio of yellow fever in New 
Orleans only began to show signa of lessening 
when the municipality and the inhabitants 
so operated in institating a general crusade 
against the moequito. The Americans, with 
sharacteristic energy, institated what was 
known as Mosquito Sunday. Each householder 
who had carried oat the instroctions as to 
famigation in the house and the covering of 
sll cisterns and stagnant water with paraffin 
received a batton to shew that he had falfil- 
led his doty in attending to his own premises. 
[t is sometimes argued that it is useless for 
one householder to destroy the mosquitoes in 
the basement or garden of his residence unless 
his neighbours do likewise. Bat this is a 
fallacy. Mosquitoes, like sparrows and rooks, 
have special habitats and hunting grounds. 
Thus if one destroys the mosquitoes in any 
particular house, that place is for some time 
quite free except perhaps for the visit of some 
occasional straggler. | 

Incidentally it may be mentioned that petro- 
‘eum is very effectual in driving away other 
insects, The writer has cleared his premises 
ofa horde of small black ants by placing a 
ittle paraffia in their breeding and resting . 
places. For larger insects, such as cockroaches, 
it is necessary to lay down borac'c acid, which. 
sets as & poison,on these creatares. When 
the remedy for the extermination of the 
mosquito is so simple and chéap as to be at 
he command of every householder, it is a great 
pity that individual. initiative and effort is so 
rmited, that fall advantage has not yet been 
aken of the means the success of which was 
femonstrated at Ismailia. -At the neighboar-. 
mg and more important centre, Port Ssid, the - 
‘jamping-off place’ for so many tonrists, the 
nuisance of the mosquito is nearly as great 
1s that of the ubiqaitous Arab streat- 
vendor. In this town all the local conditions 
are favorable to the saccessfal extermination 
of the mosquito. Ths oo-operation of the 
Earopean residents in the carrying out of an 
organised crasade would go far to remove the 
reputation the town has as a hot-bed for the 
rearing of mosquitoes. The writer has some- 
times been aston‘shed that the hotel-keepers 
seem to make no effort, other than tha provission 
of mosquito nets, to protect their patrons. Al- 
though the price of petroleam has lately been 
increase dowing to the trouble in the Caucasus 
the small outlay required to sprinkle ths oel- 
lare, basements, cisterns, and bsth-rooms would 
essily be repaid by ths increased comfort to 
the guests.

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LAST NIGHT'S MEETING. 


A sufficient number of replies having been 
received to the provisional committee's circu- 
lar, to warrant the formation of the proposed 
new British Club at Alexandris, a genera’ 
meeting of those who had signified their inten- 
tion of joining was held at the Eastern Tele- 
graph Company's head quarters last night. 
About sixty gentlemen responded. Admiral 
Sir Massie Blomfield, R.N.,K.C.M.G.,was voted 
to the chair, and addreised the meeting as 
fellows : 5 

“The printed circulars aent to you by the 
provisional committee will have sufiiciently 
explained the object of our meeting this even- 
ing, and the response to these circulars assures 
us that our view as to the demand for a local 
British club at a low rate of annual subscrip- 
tion was not mistaken. Before proceeding to 
the business on the agends, I shonld like to 
explain that the subscription was fixed at 
£ .10.0 per annum, because the committee 
understood that that is the highest rate within 
the means of all the members for whose benefit 
it is proposed to establish the club. This rate 
of subecription having been made the basis of 
our appeal to you for the formation of the club, 
cannot be increased except by. a practical un- 
animous vote of those who have responded in 
the affirmative, until the clab is properly con- 
stitated with a committee of management and 
established ru‘ea. As the present nomber of 
members at £1.10 per annom is not likely to 
produce a greater annual ruvenne thar £3800 
per annum, whilst the annual donations cannot 
be counted on for more than £100 per annum 
—making £400 in all—the provisional com- 
mittee can only tecommend for your selection 
premises whose annual ren‘al will not exceed 
£200. As regards the furnishing expenses 
goaranteed by us, the funds at present at the 
disposal of the committee, or promised, amount 
to £500. It is obvious that, under such condi- 
tions, the club must Le started on an econo- 
mical basis with modest pretensions ; but this 
need not discourage vs in our belief and hope 
that the club will progress and prove a great 
boon to those for whose uee it is intended, by 
enabling them to enjoy one another's eociety, 
and become better acquainted, in a home of 
their own conducted by themselves on strict 
principle.” 

“Wenow come” (added the chairman) “to the 
first item of the agenda, the election ot a com- 
mittee of management, and we have great 
pleasure in telling you that the Karl of Cromer 
has done us the honor to accept the presidency 
of the club.” This announcement was receiv- 
ed with applause. The meeting then proceeded 
to the election of two vice-presidents, and 
unanimously voted in favor of Sir Massie 
Blomfield and Mr. E. B. Gould, L8.0. 

A discussion sabsequentiy took place as to 
tbe name which the c!ub should bear, and it 
was found to be the general feeling of the 
meeting that the club should be known simply 
as the Briti-h Club. This led to sone talk 
rezarding the definition of British, much of 
wh'ch was irrelevant, and finally it was agreed 


.to ieave the question as to the clases of British’ 


subjects to be admitted to membership for the 
committee to decide. 

Voting then took place for the members of 
the committee, the following eleven gentler en 
being elected: - Messrs, J. Hughes, J. 
McGregor, W. J. B. Webb, G. Morris, T. F. 
Donovan, W. P. Hughes, J EB. Hewett, P. 
Leveaox, F. Corfield, J. Davies Bryan and 
Waddington. 

This committee of eleven will, daring the 
first three years’ existence of the club, act in 
conjunction with the provisional committee, 
wh‘ch has row furmed itself into a finance 
committee. It was felt that this was necessary, 
on account of tho latter’s responsibility for 
the proper expenditure of the donation fand. 

Plans and estimstes were submitted of 
various prémises in thn town snitable for the 
headquarters of the club. It was stated that 
the club could not be properly housed ata 
less rental than £250 per annum, and the com- 
mittee therefore suggested thet the annual 
subscription should be raised from P.T, 150 
to P.T, 250, es the former subscription was 
not considered sufficient to cover the estimated 
expenditure. A good deal of opposition was 
shown to this proposal, and it was therefore 


rejected in favor of a proposal of Mr. Chataway | 


that the smaller sub cription should be given 
a trial fora year or two, when it would be 
seen whsther it could ba continued or other- 
wise. As regards the clob premises, the oom- 
mittee were asked to come to an arrangement 
coreerning suitable qaarters in ths centre of 
the city.

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LARGE COMPENSATION CLAIM. 


The recent block in the Su z Canal-cansed 
by the sinking of the *‘eaw r ‘Chathaio,” 
resulting in considerable delay to vessels vaing 
the waterway, is at present creatirg’ mach 
controversy in shipping cifcles, 


At the instigation of the Leith Shipowners’ 


Society, the different steamship a s.ciations 
throoghoat England have been circolarised 
with a view to joint action against the. canal 
company for detention damage, vari esti- 
mated at £80,000 to £110,000 What steps 
will finally be taken depends, of conrse, upon 
the nature of the replies received. The 0 
is, however, general that compensation 
be paid, although there isa disposition to 
regard the claims as among thore which should 
first be referred to the protecting and indemnity 
associations, which, if necessary, conld open op 
negotiations with the company. It is also 
thonght by some that, whilst the agitation may 
possibly not result in redress for the recent 
detention, an arrangement might te arrived at 
in the event of fatare delay. : 
This is the first time since the cinal was 
opened that it has been found to 
blow up a wreck in the fairway, and it may 
easily be that another thirty-six years will 
elapse befure a second disaster cf the kind 
occurs ; bot. in the opinion of promicent ship- 
owners, the company can bardly wait till then to 
apply the lesson. Secing that over 18,000,0°0 
tons gross of shippirg pass throngh the canal 
every year, they think the time bas arrived 
when the construction of an alternative channel 
should be seriously entertained. ., 
Meanwhile it is interesting to note 
owing to the obstruction , the traffic receipts 
of the company for October show an appreciable 
diminution on the rame month in 1904 and 
1908, reducing the surplus: acquired at the 
eud of September by over a m ilion‘and a 
qoarter francs. Three hundredand three vessels 
paseed through the cenal in October this year 
as compared with 880 in the corresponding 
month 1904, snd 886 in October 1908, the 
receipts being &,900,00fr., 10,270,000fr., and 
9,440,000fr. respectively. ae

LORD CROMER 
AND GENERAL GORDON, 


Lord Cromer has addressed the following 
letter to the “Times”: 

Sir,—My attention has been drawn to the 
following passage, which occars in Volume IL, 
page 383. of Lord Edmond Fitemanrice’s “Life 
of Lord Granville” : — 

“General Gordon's commission from the 
British Government and his instruction, which 
he revised himeelf, directed him to make the 
removal of the garrisons bis immediate and 
principal care, and to report upon the best 
means of doing this. On his arrival in Rgypt 
his commission, after a consultation with 
Nabar Pasha, the Prima Minister, and Sir 
Evelyn Baring, was modified -from one of a 
merely advisory character into an execative 
commission, and he further accepted a separate 
commission as Governor-General of the Sodan 
from the Khedive. Both these steps were taken 
with the approval of the Government at home; 
but a calm jadgment will not deny that the 
terms of the original commission and of the 
commission as Governor-General were difficult 
to reconcile altogether with esch other; that 

the latter were of dangerous latitude, and that 
to these ambiguities most of the subsequent 
trouble is to be traced.” 

I do not concur with the view expressed by 
Lord Ejmond Fitzmacrice in the latter part 
of this paragraph. My opinion is that neither 
the instractions issued in London, nor those 
issued in Csiro, affected to any considerable 
extent the coarse of subsequent events in the 
Sadan. The fact, however, that so high an 
authority as Lord Edmond Fitzmanrice should 
have expressed the opinion I have quoted 
above, renders it desirable that the facts con- 
nected with the issue of General Gordon’s 
nitructions shouli be filly and accurately, 
stated. This, so far as | am awaro, has never 

_ yet been done. 

The original iostructiors issuedin London 
to General Gordon on January 18, 1834, were 
that he was “to consider and raport open the 
best mode of effecting the evacnation of the 
interior of the Sidan.” These instractions, as 
Sir Charles Dilke explained a‘ the time in the 
House of Commons, ware practically drafted 
by General Jordon himself. [t has been very ge- 
nerally supposed that the initiative in changinz 
those instractions came from Cairo, and that the 
Government of the day somewhat reluctantly 
approved of them subsequent to their issue. 
Some colour is, indeed, given to this view of 
the case from the following passage, which is 
contained in a despatch addressed to me by 
Lord Granville on March 28, 1884 :— 

“Her Mejesty’sGovernment, baaring in mind 
the exigencies of the case, concurred in thes 
inatructions, which virtaally altered General 
Gordon’s commission from one of advice to that 
of executing, or at least diracting, the evacua- 
tion not only of Khartoum, bat of the whole 
Sudan, aad they ware willing that Ganeral 
Gordon should receive the very extended powers 
conferred upon him by ths Khetive to enable 
him to effect his difficult task. [Egypt No. 13 
(1884), page 5. |" 

The trae facts of the case are, that althongh 
1 fally concarred in the alteration of the in- 
stractions, the proposal to alter them did not 
emanate from myself, nor, indeed, from any one 
in Cairo. Oa page 4 of “Ezypt No. 2(1884),” 
the following brief despatch,addressed to me by 
Lord Granville on January 22—that is to say, 
whilst General Gordon was travelling from 
London to Cairo--is given :— 

“I enclose herewith a paper containing some 
suggestions made by General Gordon as to the 
steps which should be taken with regard to the 
present state of affairs in the Sudan. 

“Her Majesty's, Government have not aoffi- 
cient local knowledge to enable them to form 
an opinion as to the practicability of these 
suggestions, and I therefore authorise you, as 
time is velnable, either immediately to make 
the arrangements ‘suggested, or to await Gene- 
ral Gordon’s arrival and consalt with him as 
to the action to be. taken. [Substance telegra- 
phed. }” 

It will be observed that, although allusion 
is made to General Gordon’s suggestions, the 
suggestions themselves were not incladed in 
the Parliamentary paper. They were, as 4 mat- 
ter of fact, six in nomber. I need here only 
allude to two of them. 

The first was that the Khedive should isiwea 
decree “To the Peoples of the Sudar,” in which 
the following paseage occurred :— 

“I have commissioned General Gordon, late 
Governor-General of the Sadan, to proceed 
there as my representative and to arrange 
with you for the evacuation of the country 
and the withdrawal of my troops. Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government, being most des'rous of 
your we'fate, have also appointed General 
Gordon as their commissioner for the same 
purpose. General Gordon is hereby sppointed 
Governor-General for the time necessary to 
accomplish evrcaation.” 

The recond suggestion was that a proc!ama- 
tion, sizned by General Gordon, should te 
issned ‘*T'o the People: of the Sodan,” in which 
the following passage ccourred :-— 

“T have accepted the post of Governor-Gr ne- 
ral of the Sadan.” 

As, when! received Lord Granville’s antho- 
risation to acton General Gordon’s sugges- 
tions, Ge.eral Gordon himself was about to 
arrive in Cairo, I delayei ection antil I 
conld. have the advantage of discussing the 
matter with him. The resolt was the irsue of 
the fresh instroctions, under. which General 
Gordon was appointed Governor-General of the 
Sudan. It appeared to me at the time that, 
in view of the telegram dated January 22, 
I had every right to suppoee that her Majesty’s 
Government agreed to altering General Gor- 
don’s fanctions in a sense which would render 
them an and no longer “merely ad- 
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I also take this opportunity of correcting an 
error in Lord Edmond Fitzmaurice’s very 
interesting work. On page 270, Volame IL, it 
is stated that, on the occasion of M. de 
Freycinet’s resignation in Jaly, 1882, I “said 
to M. Reverseaox, the French Consul General 
in Egypt, on hearing the news, ‘You are a 
strange people. . . . You do not wait for us 
to ask you for something ; you bring it to us 
yourselves.’ ”

note, is made on the anthority of M. Alfred B. NATHAN & Oo.,

as that attributed to me. Indeed, I could not
